Meat: Ritual Slaughter 
Controversy Simmers 


By LYNN MULVANEY 


While tile clamor for clean meat con­ 
tinues, another and allied controversy has 
been simmering for years — so-called in­ 
humane treatm ent of animals before and 
during slaughter. 
Even the most casual reader can’t help 
but be shocked when he reads descriptions 
of shackling, hoisting and cutting the ani­ 
mal while it is upside down and is still 
conscious. 
The 
reader 
revolt! 
at 
the 
thought of a plier with an iron hook at 
either end being inserted in the anim al’s 
nostril in order that he may bt* secured. 
He sickens as he pictures the anim al’s nos­ 
tril sometimes being torn away or when 
more than one cut of the knife is needed 
for the kill. 
Judaism 
requires 
‘ ritual’’ 
slaughter. 
Meat is simply not Kosher unless it has 
been derived from an animal conscious at 
the time it is slain. 
Assembly Line 
"Hoisting and shackling is not our do­ 
ing” says Kingston's Rabbi IL Z. Rappa- 
I>ort ot Congregation Agudai Achim. "It 
is the demon of assembly line production.” 
An expert on the subject and the author of 
a hook which took eight years of research. 
Dr. Rappaport, nevertheless, c o n t e n d s 
that “there is documentation upon docu­ 
m entation that ritual slaughter is as hu­ 
m ane as any other.”

• Fifty per cent of the animal (the 
hindquarter) is

able is when it has been deveined and 
deveining is prohibitive because of the 
high cost of labor. 
• Animals injured upon receipt at the 
slaughterhouse are not acceptable to the 
Kosher trade. Many sustain injury in tran ­ 
sit. 
• When tho shochet (the ritual slaugh­ 
terer who in Jewish life is looked upon as 
having a sacred profession) fails to sever 
the carotid artery in a single stroke, the 
m eat is declared non-Kosher. 
• When a nick is found in the knife, the 
meat is declared unfit for the orthodox.

slaugnter advocate rendering the animal 
unconscious by means of a stunning gun.or 
carbon dioxide. They also maintain when 
such methods are used, the animals that 
are next 
in line to be slaughtered 
are 
much less agitated than those “exposed to

squealing 
of their fellow creatures 
who 
are being slaughtered." 
Slaughter Reform 
Friends of Animals 
Inc. which has 
been working for slaughter reform for 
12 years and the Committee for Humane 
Legislation, both of New York, are present­ 
ly waging w ar anew, especially since meat 
has become common conversation lately. 
They are heartily supporting the HALE 
Bill which provides that only packers w’ho 
kill under “humane" slaughter can sell 
non-Kosher meat in New York. 
The Hale Bill offers to ensure the right 
of each citizen to purchase meat slaugh­ 
tered in accordance with his belief. It 
asks that all meat sold for human con­ 
sumption, not designated as Kosher, shall 
bt- (he product of modern slaughter.

New Secretary Will 
No l So lv e Pro blem 


W ASHINGTON—The 
res- 
iKnation of Robert S. McNa­ 
m ara as secretary of defense 
and the ap p ointment of a suc­ 
cessor could mean more than 
a change in p ersonnel. 
For a 
question of fundamental im- 
p ortance is at stake: 
Shall 
this enormous dep artm ent of 
gov ernment 
which 
sp ends 
more than 70 billion dollars 
a y ear be op erated by one 
man 
a civ ilian without the 
training or knowledge of mil­ 
itary affairs so essential to 
an understanding of the de­ 
fense of the United States in 
a nuclear age? 
Mr. McNamara is an effic­ 
ient ex ecutiv e. 
He was p res­ 
ident of the Ford Motor Com­ 
p any when ap p ointed to take 
charge of the Dep artment of 
Defense. 
In the almost sev ­ 
en y ears that he lias been in 
th at p ost, he lias acted, how­ 
ev er, not only as the adminis­ 
trativ e head of a big dep art­ 
ment of gov ernment but as 
the adv iser of the President 
of the United States on mil­ 
itary p olicy . 
No m atter how efficient as 
a businessman the secretary 
may hav e been or how con­ 
scientiously he has dev oted 
himself to his job, the fact re­ 
mains that military science 
has not been his life work. 
Originally 
there 
wore 
three military dep artments 
the Army , the Nav y and the 
Air Force. 
When they were 
p laced under a single dep art­ 
ment after World W ar II, 
Congress failed to giv e the 
the U. S. Joint Chiefs of Staff 
their rightful p osition in the 
whole mechanism of national 
defense. 


The members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are ex p ected 
to rep ort to the President— 
their 
Commandcr-in-Chief— 
through the Secretary of De­ 
fense. 
They can go ov er the 
secretary ’s head to the Pres­ 
ident if they wish, but it 
isn’t considered discreet 
to 
do so. 
As a consequence, 
when members of the Senate 
and House Armed Serv ices 
Committees 
find 
out 
that 
there are contradictory v iews 
within 
the 
defense dep art­ 
ment, it becomes necessary to 
undertake 
the lengthy and 
delicate p rocess of congres­ 
sional 
inv estigations 
before 
the 
President 
himself 
be­ 
comes acquainted with some 
of the differences between the 
military chiefs and the civ il­ 
ian officials. 
When the Dep artment of De 
fense was established in 1947, 
it was assumed that the cus­ 
tom which p rev ailed during 
World War 1 and World War 
11 would be maintained. In 
both 
p eriods, 
the 
serv ice 
chiefs of staff almost constant 
ly sat at the elbow of the 
President of the United States. 
Whenev er meetings with the 
President 
were 
necessary , 
they were at the White House. 
The civ ilian secretaries also 
attended, and had full op p ortu 
nity to ex p ress themselv es. 
What 
i s being ov erlooked 
today is that the situation dur­ 
ing the ‘‘Cold War’’ has be 
come v irtually as imp ortant 
a s it was during both world 
wars. Yet the President has 
been isolated at times and has 
learned only from the p ress 
some of the significant trends 
in the handling of defense 
p roblems. 
Congress has the authority 
to amend ex isting laws to set 


up a direct relationship with 
the President for the members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff as 
well as of the civ ilian heads 
of the three armed serv ices. 
The Secretary of Defense, in­ 
stead of being giv en the job 
of acting, in effect, as a dep ­ 
uty commander-in-chief, could 
much better serv e the p ublic 
interest 
by 
sup erv ising 
the 
business and 
administrativ e 
transactions of the Defense 
Dep artment, esp ecially in con­ 
nection with the award of con­ 
tracts inv olving v ast sums. 
He should not be giv en the 
duty of deciding military p oli­ 
cies in a world situation as- 
comp licated as that of today . 
The Vietnam War p robably 
would hav e reached a decisiv e 
stage long before this if the 
civ ilian p oint of v iew had not 
been p rep onderant and if the 
military men had been giv en 
the right to wage the war 
along established lines—name­ 
ly . to use max imum p ower at 
the 
outset 
in 
fighting 
an 
enemy . 
This 
becomes 
ev er 
more 
imp ortant 
in 
today ’s 
world because ‘‘limited w ar” 
-which p resup p oses that nu 
clear weap ons will not be used 
—has emerged as the p rincip al 
means of maintaining p eace. 
Ex isting laws require thea­ 
ter commanders abroad to re ­ 
p ort to the President only 
through the Secretary of De­ 
fense. In a world war this 
could be found imp ractical. 
The ap p ointment of a new 
Secretary of Defense, there 
fore, solv es only a p art of the 
p roblem. 
For Congress has 
failed thus far to define the 
authority of the military chiefs 
and to give them, direct con­ 
tact at all times with their 
commander in-chief.

Behind 
the cautious op timism ex p res­ 
sed by General William West­ 
moreland in his p ublic rep orts 
on the p rogress of the Viet­ 
nam War there has been a 
smoldering 
disp ute 
between 
his headquarters and the Pen­ 
tagon ov er intelligence esti­ 
mates. 
Caught in the middle was 
Maj. Gen. Josep h Alex ander 
McChrististian. We s t m o r e- 
land's 
former 
intelligence 
chief, who has now been trans­ 
ferred from Saigon to Fort 
Hood.

McChristian's estimates of 
communist 
infiltrations 
and 
recruitment were a constant 
source of annoy ance to Secre 
tary of Defense McNamara, 
w ho thought they were higher 
than they ought to be. He sus­ 
p ected the estimates might 
ev en hav e been deliberately 
inflated to justify Westmore­ 
land’s rep eated requests 
for 
more manp ower. 
McNamara was anx ious to 
av oid calling up the reserv es 
or increasing the draft calls; 
therefore, he p referred to be

enemy strength. The Air Force 
also didn’t like McChristian’s 
figures, which imp lied that the 
bombing was hardly slowing 
down the infiltration. 
Westmoreland.

had a soldier’s reluctance to

strength. It is alway s safer, 
he knew, to accep t the max i­ 
mum estimates. 
Deficient Jungle Watching 
Ev en at best, keep ing watch 
on Viet Cong mov ements is 
ex tremely 
difficult.

watchers and sensory dev ices

used 
to 
measure

mov ement ov er the infiltra­ 
tion routes. But the Viet Cong 
can mov e an entire div ision 
through the dense jungle un­ 
der the noses of our observ ers, 
vvhq might not be able to de­ 
tect any sign of a mass mov e­ 
ment that p asses within 1,500 
y ards of them. 
Cap tured 
documents 
and 
p risoners also don’t alway s 
giv e an accurate idea of en­ 
emy infiltration. North Viet­ 
namese units, for ex amp le, 
often change their identifica­ 
tion three or four times be­ 
fore they reach their assigned 
combat area in South Viet­ 
nam. 
Most of the p risoners 
are dull p riv ates who can’t 
keep up with all the changes. 
Before the p resence of a 
North Vietnamese unit is ac­ 
cep ted

"confirmed,” 
it 
must be rep orted by two inde­ 
p endent sources. 
Thus, the 
infiltration of only a few' hun­ 
dred men is officially "con­ 
firmed” each month.

He was obv iously 
encouraged by the Greek mili­ 
tary junta which had hop ed 
that ev en a minor nationalistic 
triump h in Cy p rus would bol­ 
ster its declining p resige in 
Athens. 
But like Egy p t’s President 
Nasser, the Greek generals 
and colonels ov erp lay ed their 
hand and courted certain de 
feat by Turkey ’s ov erwhelm 
ingly sup erior army . 
This time the Ankara gov ­ 
ernment decided to ex ercise 
its right granted by the Zurich 
Treaty of 1960 to p rotect the 
120.000 Turks who rep resent a 
fourth of the Cy p rus p op ula­ 
tion.

Caught in the middle was 
i Maj. Gen. Joseph Alexander 
M cChrististian. We s t rn o r e- 
land's 
form er 
intelligence 
chief, who has now been tran s­ 
ferred from Saigon to Fort 
Hood. Texas. 
M cChristian’s estim ates of 
com m unist 
infiltrations 
and 
recruitm ent were a constant 
source of annoyance to S ecre­ 
tary of Defense M cN am ara, 
who thought they were higher 
than they ought to be. He sus­ 
pected the estim ates m ight 
even have been deliberately 
inflated to justify W estm ore­ 
land's repeated requests 
for 
more manpower. 
M cN am ara was anxious to 
avoid calling up the reserves 
or increasing the draft calls: 
therefore, he preferred to be­ 
lieve 
lower 
estim ates 
of 
enem y strength. The Air Force 
also didn't like M cChristian's 
figures, which im plied th at the 
bombing was hardly slowing 
down the infiltration. 
W estm oreland.

The m em bers of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are expected 
to report to the President— 
their 
Com m ander-in-Chief — 
through the Secretary of De­ 
fense. 
They can go over the 
secretary's head to the P res­ 
ident 
if they wish, hut 
it 
isn't considered discreet 
to 
do so. 
As a consequence, 
when m em bers of the Senate 
ami House Armed Services 
C om m ittees 
find 
out 
that 
there a rr contradictory views 
w ithin 
the 
defense d ep a rt­ 
m ent, it become* necessary to 
undertake 
the 
lengthy and 
delicate process of congres­ 
sional 
investigations 
before 
the 
President 
him self 
be­ 
comes acquainted w ith some 
of the differences betw een the 
m ilitary chiefs and the civil­ 
ian official*. 
When the D epartm ent of De 
fcnse was established in 1947, 
it was assum ed that the cus 
tom which prevailed during 
World War I and World W ar 
ll would be m aintained. In 
both 
periods, 
the 
service 
chiefs of staff alm ost constant 
Iv sat at the elbow of the 
President of the United States. 
W henever m eetings with the 
President 
were 
necessary, 
they were at the White House. 
The civilian secretaries also 
attended, and had full opportu 
nity to express them selves. 
What 
is 
being overlooked 
today is th at the situation d u r­ 
ing the "Cold W ar" has he 
come virtually as im portant 
as it was during both world 
w ars. Yet the President has 
been isolated at tim es and has 
learned only from the press 
some of the significant trends 
in the 
handling 
of defense 
problem s. 
Congress has the authority 
to am end existing laws to set 


up a direct relationship with 
the President for the m em bers 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff as 
well as of the civilian heads 
of the three arm ed services. 
The Secretary of Defense, in 
stead of being given the job 
of acting, in effect, as a dep­ 
uty com m ander in-chief, could 
much better serve the public 
interest 
by 
supervising 
the 
business 
and 
adm inistrative 
transactions of the 
Defense 
D epartm ent, especially in con 
nection with the aw ard of con 
tracts 
involving vast sum s. 
He should not be given the 
duty of deciding m ilitary poli­ 
cies in a world situation as- 
com plicated as that of today. 
The Vietnam W ar probably 
would have reached a decisive 
stage long before this if the 
civilian point of view had not 
been preponderant and if the 
m ilitary men had been given 
the right to wage the w ar 
along established lin e s - nam e­ 
ly. to use m axim um power at 
the 
outset 
in 
fighting 
an 
enem y. 
This 
becom es 
ever 
more 
im portant 
in 
today’s 
world because “ lim ited w ar” 
which presupposes that nu 
clear weapons will not be used 
has em erged as the principal 
m eans of m aintaining peace. 
Existing laws require thea 
ter com m anders abroad to re ­ 
port 
to 
the 
President 
only 
through the S ecretary of De 
fense. 
In a world war this 
could be found im practical. 
The appointm ent of a 
new 
Secretary of Defense, there 
fore, solves only a part of the 
problem . 
For Congress has 
failed thus far to define the 
authority of the m ilitary chiefs 
and to give them direct con­ 
tact al all tim es with their 
com m ander in-chief.

m ara as secretary of defense 
and the appointm ent of a suc­ 
cessor could m ean m ore than 
a change in personnel.
